Back from the swapmeet this morning with a Bird model 82 500 watt 
dummy load. It has a connector which looks something like an S0-239, 
but larger - about 1" diameter - with rather fine threads. Removed 
the connector (same 4-screw style as a Bird 43 but bigger) and 
discovered a teflon (?) dielectric about 7/8" diameter. 


Other than trying to graft something together for this, is an 
adaptor available to convert this to 'N', or a male connector for 
some kind of coax? If you have one you want to sell, please advise... 


P.S., I have another big bird dummy load and I thought I could borrow 
the "big"-to-"n" reducer (makes it compatible with regular bird 43 type 


quick-change connectors) but unfortunately the '82' is older and 
doesn't seem compatible (different arrangement of the dielectric and 
connector components). 


Anyway, advice or offer of suitable part for sale would be appreciated.
